Forfeiture of the Merchants’ Charter and Criminal 
Proceedings Are'Recommended.

SPRINGFIELD, Il., May 23.—The Senate 
Bridge Investigating Committee submitted 
its réport this morning. It pours hot shot 
into the iniquitous combine which has throt- 
tled the commerce of St. Louis and robbed 
the people of Missouri, Illinois and, in fact, 
the entire South and West. Every charge 
contained in the resolution authorizing the 
committee to act is sustained. 

Every statement made by the _ Post-Dis- 
patch in its expose of the bridge combine 
was gustified by the report of the official 
investigation to the Illinois Senate to-day. 
The report is here given in full: 

The committee finds that the three corpor- 
ations composing.this infamous trust are 
guilty of having violated nearly every law, 
charter and obligation under which they 
secured their rights to exist. 

Particularly is this true of the Merchants’ 
bridge, and that company and Charles C., 
Rainwater, its President, are handled with- 
out gloves. While the report does not in- 
dulge in persoMalities, it contains a caustic 
arraignment of the high-handed, sand-bag- 
ging tactics of the officers of the pool, and 
recommends that criminal proceedings ‘pe |

This will include an action in the Federal 
Court to encompass the forfeiture of the 
Merchants’ bridge and its property and 
charter to the United States Government. 

Civil proceedings can be brought under the 
annulling clause of the Merchants’ bridge 
charter, granted by Congress, and criminal 
proceedings can be instituted against Presi- 
dent Rainwater, President Wm. Taussig and 
President John Scullin, and the officers of 
the Merchants’ and Dads bridges and the 
Wiggins Fe Co. for violatiogs of the Uni- 
ted States statutes covering cain 
in interstate traffic. The proof of their 
guilt is considered conclusive by the investi- 
gating committee. 

These suits will have to be brought in the 
United States District Court at St. Louis, 
if Attorney-General Olney decides to punish 
the combine. The action will be brought by 
United States District Attorney Clopton, 
acting under the orders of his superior, Mr. 
Olmey. In an interview published in the 
Post-Dispatch Mr. Clopton has already 
pointed out what constitutes a violation of 
the. United States statutes governing such 
cases and the penalty.therefor. The specific

Attorney-General Maloney, 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter what action he“ 
would take in the matter, said: “As soon 
as I can prepare the papers I will file suit 
to bring about the forfeiture of the charter 
of the Merchants’ Bridge and to break up 
the bridge combine: That done, I will call 
the attention of United States Attorney- 
Géneral Olney to the finding of the Investi- 
gating Committee and evidence secured 
by that body. I shall solicit his co-opera- 
tfon in this fight to bring these corporations 
within the law and to make them respect 
the laws which give them being. Of course, 
Mr. Olney’s action must be taken through 
the Federal Courts, while we will seek relief 
through the State Courts. We have a good 
case and can make them come to time if we 
have the proper backing.’ 

Gov. Altgeld, when seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, had received no in- 
timation of the probable finding of the 
committee. He'said, however, that while 
he did not care to be interviewed on a 
subject on which he had so Uttle informa- 
tion, he would say that means should be 
found to punish the bridge and ferry com- 
panies if they had been guilty of discrimina- 
tions, of pooling or of charging exorbitant 
rates, either passenger or freight. In so 
far as he had been informed he was_in- 
clined to believe the only relief could be 
found through the State and Federal courts. 
He expressed confidence in the ability of 
Atty.-Gen, Moloney to prosecute the case 
successfully. He was doubtful whether 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
would have power to act in such a case. 

A bill is pending in the Senate and is now 
on its second reading to place all terminal 
lines within the State under the control of 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission. 
There is no likelihood of this bill becoming 
a law, as it has a clause covering Pullman 
cars tacked on to it. It will probably pass 
the Senate, but not in time to pass the 
House.

Financial Disaster.’’ 


The Single Gold Standard the Sole Hope of the 
Nation. | 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 23.—The “Sound 
Money” Convention, which met here this 
afternoon, was a much bigger affair in 
point of attendance than the most san- 
guine of its projectors had anticipated. 
There are thousands of visitors in the city 
and the Auditorium, with its seating capac- 
ity of 8,000, was taxed\to accommodate the 
crowd seeking admission. 

The number of delegates is between 800 
and 1,000. They are still coming in and 
the enrolling secretary can as yet form no 
accurdate estimate of the number. 

Secretary of the Treasury John G,. Car- 
lisle arrived this morning at 5:30, and was 
met at the depot by a committee composed 
of Congressman Patterson, Mrs. W. L. 
Crawford and W. W. Schofield, who escort- 
ed him to his quarters at the Gayoso Hotel.

COINAGE ADDS NO VALUE. 
That’ the coinage of the metals Goes not 


. mow add anything to their oo value in 
0 


the eommercial world, is. fniclusively 
proved by the facts that, in al: the great 
transactions between the people of dffferent 
countries, the coins are accepted only at 
their bullion value, determined by. their 
actual weight and fineness, and that bull- 
ion itself is.still used in making payments, 
ust as it was thousands of years ago. 
Thatever effect legislation upon the ratios, 
n connection with legal tender laws, may 
Nave had upon the use of the two metals 
it has 
never had the slightest effect upon the 
actual or relative values of the two metals 
in national or international tradé. For 
many centuries, even after the commerce 
of the world had grown’to enormous pro- 
portions, the propriety of making any given 
quantity of bullion, or any particular coin, 
a legal tender was not even suggested. 
Whether payments are made in gold or 
silver coins, or in gold or silver bullion, ac- 
tual intrinsic value determines the amount 
or quantity to be delivered, no matter 
what may be the legal tender laws of the 
different countries, and no matter though 
they may have had the same or different ra- 
tios of value between the metals within 
their respective limits. The law of France, 
for instance, places a higher value upon 
silver relatively to gold than is placed 
upon it by the laws of the United States, 
the French ratio being 15% to 1, and ours 
being 16 to 1; but if 16 pounds of our silver, 
coined or uncoined, were sent to that coun- 
try to be used in the payment of a debt or 
in the purchase of commodities, it would 
not be accepted at ratio of 15% to 1, or at 
16 to 1 as compared to gold, but only at the 
ratio of about 32 to 1, which shows that 
neither our ratio nor the French ratio has 
any effect whatever upon the value or pur- 
chasing power of the metal itself. Coinage 
is free in Mexico, and the dollar, which is 
full legal tender, contains 377.17 grains of 
pure silver, while our dollar contains only 
371.25 grains of pure silver; yet Mexican sil- 
ver dollats are sent to the United States 
and other parts of the world and sold at 
the price of the bullion contained in them 
which is about one-half their nomina 
ot legal value ih their own coufitry. The 
legal tender laws affect the debt-paying 
power of the coin itself in the country where 
the laws prevail, but the laws establishing 
ratio do not affect the value of the metal 
contained in the coifs either at home or 
abroad, because it is the metal that fixes 
the value of the coin, and not the coin 
that fixes the value of the metal. 


For a long time, during the early history 
of the world, and even during the medieval 
age, gold and silver, in bullion or in the 
form of coins, constituted almost, the en- 
tire circulation“among the people, even ih 
the nations most advanced in trade and 
civilization, and, consequently, the quantity 
of these metals that could be procured and 
kept in uge was a question of far greater 
importance then than it is now or ever 
can be in the future. When life and prop- 
erty had been made reasonably secure by 
the establishment of stable governments, 
and regular processes were authorized for 
-_the enforcement of pecuniary obligations, 
credit or confidence largely took the places 
of bullion and coin in the commercial trans- 
actions of the people, and a much smaller 
amount of metallic money was required in 
proportion to the whele volume of business 
done than had been required before. The 
use of credit in the form of bank notes, 
checks, bills and other evidences of debt 
has so incréased in modern times that in 
all highly organized commercial communi- 
fies the use of coin, except in making 
change, has been almost entirely ae 
with. The percentage of coin actively em- 
ployed in conducting business in this 
country is so small that it is. almost in- 
appreciable; 80 small, in fact, that its disuse 
in our transactions would not be felt if we 
had a substitute for, or a paper repre- 
sentative of, the subsidiary pieces. In 

nd, France and some other countries 
@ larger amount of coin is used, because 
they have no very. small notes. 

Although we have the gold standard, or 
measure of value, in this country, our 
actual stock of gold bullion and _ coin 
amounts to only about one-third of our act- 
ual currency—a condition of affairs which 
would have been inconceivable a few cen- 
turies ago. We have about $625,000,000 in 

old, $397,652,873 in full legal-tender silver, 

,681,000 in old United States notes, $149,- 
584,471 in Treasury notes issued in the pur- 
chase of silver bullion, $209,719,850 in national 
bank notes, and $76,169,569 fn subsidiary 
silver coin, making in all $1,804,707,763, exclu- 
sive of the minor coins, and every dollar of 
this vast volume of currency is kept equal in 
value to the standard established by law, 
so that every man who receives a silver 
dollar or paper dollar in exchange for his 
products, or in satisfaction of a debt, gets 
just as good a dollar as the man who re- 
ceives gold. This is thé monetary system 
and this is the financial condition which 
the advocates of free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 now propose to revolutionize at 
Otice by a change in the standard of value 
go that the whole mass of circulation left 
for the use of the people would be reduced 
to about one-half the purchasing power it 
has fiow; or, in other words, so that it would 
uire about double the amount of ctirréncy 
that is required now to perform the same 
service in the exchange of commodities. 
But the consummation of such a policy 
would produce results miore far-reaching 
and disastrous than the mere reduction of 
the standard of value, because for a long 
time, at least, credit, which constitutés by 
far the most important factor in our finan- 
cial and commercial transactions, would 
be substantially destroyed by the confusion 
and uncertainty necessarily following such 
@ great and sudden change in our monetary 


system. ‘ 


CAN BE NO DOUBLE STANDARD. 

But it is contended by a large number 
of the advocates of free coinage—perhaps a 
m rity of them—that the effect of their 
policy would be, not to abolish the presen 
standard of value and ig ora the single 
ut that it would 
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coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 should 
drive out gold and substitute sfiver nd 
paper redeemable in silver in its place, -we 
should have a single silver standard and 
actual silver monometallism. Instead of 
using both goid and silver as we do now in 
larger amounts than ever. before in our his- 
tory, we should instantly expel the more 
valuable metal from the country and make 
the other the sole basis of our currency. We 
have now practical bimetallism—the use of 
both metals as money; we should have then 
practical monometallism—the use of ohly 
one metal as money. This is neither specu- 
lation nor propheey,: but a conclusion based 
on facts established by the experience of all 
hations in all ages: 


THE TRUE PROPOSITION. 

In order to eliminate all irrelevant matter 
and simplify the argumient, allow me‘ to 
state exactly what ‘the propcsition now 
pending before the ple is: It is proposed 
tates, without. the co- 
operation or assistance of any other Gov- 
ernment, shall provide by law that all the 
silver bullion, or ee silver coins, that 
may be presented at the mints by individ- 
uals or corporations, foreign’ or domestic, 
shall be coined, at the public expense, into 
silver dollars, at the ratio of 16 to 1 w th 
gold—that is, that sixteen pounds of siiver 
shall be considéred equal in valwe to one 
pound of gold, and the weights of the cotns 
shall be adjusted aecordingly—and that the 
coins so made at the public expense shall b> 
delivered. to the owners of the bullion, or 
foreign silver coins, as the case may : 
and all the people of the United States, but 
nobody élse, shall be compelled by law to 
receive them as dollars of full value, in the 
payment of debts due to them from their 
own fellow-citigens and from the 
citizens or subjects of other coun- 
tries. .It is not proposed that the citi- 
zens or subjects of other countries, with 
whom our pore trade, shall be compelled 
to receive these silver dollars in their trans- 
actions with us, because that can be done 
only by international agreement, and our 
impatient free-coinage friends déclare their 
determination to proceed at once independ- 
ently of all other Governments. All who are 
indebted to us are, therefore, to have the 
privilege of paying in silver, while all to 
whom we shall become indebted are to 
why the privilege of requiring us to pay in 
gold. 

Measured by their purchasing power in 
the markets of the world, which is the only 
real test, the relative value of silver bul- 
lion to gold bullion is about 32 to 1; that is, 
it requires in all countries—silver-standard 
countries as well as gold-standard countries 
—about 32 pounds of silver bullion te prv- 
cure the same gee A of commodities that 
one pound of gold bullion will procure, and, 
therefore, the proposition to authorize the 
free and unlimited cotnage of silver into 
full legal tender money at the ratio of 16 to 
1 means, under existing conditions, that the 
intrinsic value of the silver dollar shall only 
be half, or about half, the intrinsic value of 
the gold dollar. My own opinion is that 
after we had passed a certain limit the 
more silyer dollars we coined the less.they 
would be worth, Because the inflation itself 
would still further diminish their purchas- 
ing power. Such legislation by the United 
States alone would not reduce.the value of 
the gold dollar to any extent whatever,, 
because, as already stated, the value of that 
metal in commercial transactions all over 
the world is: estimated according. to its 
weight and fineness, and will continue to be 
s0 estimated, and, comsequently, thé only 
way in which this country .alone- could 4di- 
minish the value of its gold dollar would be 
to reduce the weight of the pure metal con- 
tained in it. 


BI-METALLISM HAS FAILED. 
The attempt to coin the two metals with- 
out limit as to amount into full legal tender 
money and keep both in circulation dt the 
same time has been made by nearly every 
civilized nation in the world and has failed 
in every one of them. It hag failed because 
in every instance it has been found impos- 
sible to establish and maintain a legal ratio 
corresponding at all times with the intrinsic 
or commercial ratio between the two metals 
contained in the coins, and beGatuse when- 
ever either of the metals was under-valued 
relatively to the other in the coinage laws 
it was expelled from the country. England 
pereeer in the attempt for nearly five 
undred years, and, notwithstanding the 
enactment of most severe penal statutes 
against the exportation of coins or bullion, 
Was at last forced to abandon the effort and 
adopt the single standard. France, in her 
efforts to keep the coins of the two metals 
in circulation at the same time, changed the 
legal ratio between them more than 150 
times in a single century, and finally, in 
1876, finding that gold was leaving her and 
that In tem yéars her net imports of silver 
had amounted to 000,000, stopped the 
coifiage of legal tender silver, and for nine- 
teefi years the attempt has been abandoned 
in that country. Many other nations in 
Europe and other parts of the world have 
subjected their people to great loss and ex- 
pense by their adherence to monetary sys- 
tems based ~ g the theory that a double 
standard could be maintained, but in no 
case have they succeeded in keeping the 
coins of the two metals in use ut the same 
time, except for very short periods. Our 
own country is not without experience upon 
this subject, and the results here were just 
the same as they have been. everywhere 
else. By the act of 1792, which was our first 
coinage law, the legal ratio between gold 
and silver was fixed at 15 to 1, when, in fact, 
the true commercial ratio was or sconbe- 
came about 15% to 1, and the result of this 
very small over valuation of silver in the 
coinage was that gold went out of circula- 
tion and we had practically silver mono- 
| metallism until after the passage of the act 
1834. For the purpose of restoring gold 
to the circulation, Congress in 1834 changed 
the ratio from 15 to 1 to 16 to 1, and as this 
was an over-valuation of gold in the coin- 
e. silver left the countfy, and from that 
time on tintil 1878 we had practically gold 
monometallism, whenever we had any me-

oul a useless Consumption of time 
to ifito 4 etalled account of the monetary 
lewislation of this and other countries, or to 
show at length how it affected the move- 
merits and use of the two metals by its re- 
ed ures to conform the legal ratio to 
‘ual commercial ratio between them. 
t and important fact conclusively 
established by thé history. of that legisla- 
tion and it# effects upon the circulation of 
the coins of the two metals is that when- 
ever one of poem is over-valued relatively 
to the other e coinage laws, with free 
coinage or Colhage upon equal terms, and 
both ate made legal tender, the coils of the 
under-valued metal will be driven out of 
circulation; and out of use as money in the 
country where the unequal valuation is 
made, The reasons for this are perfectly 
plain. Both being legal tenders, the least 
valuable coifis will always be used in making 
payments and will become the measures of 
value in the exchange of commodities, and 
consequently the mote valuable coins will 
be hoarded or sent out of the country into a 
market where their real value will be recog-. 
nized. Now, as this is just what has always 
urred—at least in modern times, when 
commercial frélations between different 
countries are 86 intimate and the means of 
transportation are so rapid and cheap—even 
when the under-valuation or over-valtiation 
amounted to only 1 or 2 per cent, I think we 
oe fully justified in concluding that if the 
nited States alone should adopt the policy 
free agd unlimited coinage of legal-ten- 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, which

and gold went out about as fast as the 
new notes came in. While, therefore, it is 
not at all certain that free coinage would 
ultimately make ty | considerable addition 
to our circulation, it is absolutely certain 
that it would give us a depreciated and 
fluctuating cufrency, and the question is 
whether the hp gp be of cotton, wheat, 
corn, beef, pork, Oil, lard, cheese, afid other 
exportable afticlés will be befiefited or 
injured by such a result. It is an axiom in 
trade that the prices of exportable prod- 
ucts afe fixed in the foreign. market where 
the surplus is sold, and are fixed in the 
currency of that country according to 
its normal Value thefe. If sold in Mngiand, 
for illustration,» the prices are fixed and 
paid in pounds, shillings and pence, and 
not in dollars and cefits, ahd consequently 
it makes ho difference to the foreign pur- 
chaser what kind of currency the producer 
has at home. The character or value of 
the currency in use in the producing country 
does not affect the price of the article 
abroad to any extent whatever, for the pur- 
chaser there trades in his own market and 
uses his Own currency ih measuring values. 
The establishment of a silver standard 
here could not possibly increase the price 
of cotton or wheat or any other American 
= in Liverpool, London, Paris, or 

erlin, whatever effect it might have upon 
the nominal price in this country. 

If our monetary system were so changed 
that it would require two dollars to purchase 
here the same quantity of commodities that 
one dollar will purchase now, it would not 
affect the value or purchasing power of the 
English pound sterling, the French franc, or 
German mark in the least. The only effect 
would be that the exchange would be 
doubled, and the pound sterling instead of 
being worth $4.866 in otir currency, as it is 
now, would be worth $9.732, and when our 
people wanted to make a remittance to pay 
a debt abroad they would have to pay twice 
as much fh our mofiey for the samé numbef 
of pounds as théy pay ftiow, While the for- 
eigner who wanted to make a remittance to 
pay a debt here would pay only half as much 
in his money for the same number of dollars 
as he pays how. But the exchange would 
be in a constant change of fluctuation, just 
as it has been between Great Britain and 
India on account of the changes in the 
prices of silver from day to day; and the 
American proéiicer would be compelled to 
pay for thé risk taken on account of the 
fluctuations by receiving a less price for his 
cotton, wheat, beef and other articles. The 
farmers and plantefs do not export their 
own products, but they sell them at home to 
somebody else who sends them abroad, and 
if the exchange is steady and the money in 
which he is to pay for the preducts has a 
fixed value relatively to the money fn use in 
& expects to sell them, 


highest price that would leave him a reasdn- 
able margin or profit in view of the condi- 
tions existing in the market abread. 

In other words, he has to incur but one 
risk—the possible fall in the price of the 
products abroad; but if the currency here is 
depreciated and fitictuating, if our money 
has ho fixed and certain value relatively to 
the money in tise abroad where he expécts 
to sell the products, there is an additional 
risk to bé inctirred which will have great 
influence in determining tle price he can 
afford to pay the producer. In addition to 
the risk of a fallin the price of the products 
abroad, he must incur the risk of a rise 
in the price of silvér between the time of 
his purchase ahd the time when he receives 
the proceeds of his sale; for if silver rises 
in the meantime he May not get ck as 
many dollars as he paid out. The producer 
must pay for both of these risks by receiv- 
ing a smaller price for his commodities, 
and hence his prices will never increase 
in proportion to the actual depreciation 
of the money in which they are paid. To il- 
lustrate my meaning, when silver is worth 
60 cents per ounce, the bullion contained in 
a silver dollar is worth 46.4 cents, but if the 
price of silver should advance to 

eents per ounce, the value of 
the bullion contained in a silver 
dollar would be 48 cents—an increase of 
nearly by per cent. Now, the price of cot- 
ton or wheat will not rise in proportion to 
the depreciation of the dollar in which it 
is to be ere? that is, the purchaser for ex- 
port will not. pay for it at the rate of 48 
cents for each dollar when silver is worth 
60 cents am Ounce, because he knows that 
silver may rise to 61 or 62 cents per ounce 
before he can sell the product abroad and 
get his money for it, and he knows that if 
this happetis the gold he receives abroad 
cannot. be exchanged for as many silver 
dollars as he paid the producer here. He 
will not take all this risk upon himself, 
but will compel the producer to bear it by 
receiving a less price for his cotton or wheat 
and this argument applies with equa) force 
to all other articles. It is impossible to es- 
timate accurately the amount of loss 
which this would inflict upon the Ameri- 
can producer of exportable products, but 
it would undoubtedly be very great, as the 
value of our exports of domestic merchan- 
dise is nearly 0,000,000 per annum, and a 
stnall percentage upon this large sum 
would very matertally affect the incomes 
of olir producefs. 


COURSE OF LOW I RICES. 

It if Argued tnat the existing standard of 
value ought to be abandoned because since 
1873 prices of commodities have fallen and 
will continue te fall if the standard is main- 
tained, so that it has been, and will con- 
tinue to bé more and more difficult each 
succeedifg year to pay debts; that this fall 
in the prices of commodities is attributable 
to the appreciation of gold, and that the ap- 
preciation in the.value of gold has been 
caused by the alleged demonetization of 
silver in "Germany in 1871 and 1873, the 
omission of the standard silver dollar from 
the coinage of the United States in 1873, and 
the suspension of the coinage of silver by 
France in 1876. It is true that the prices of 
many things have fallen since 1873, but it is 
true, also, that the prices of many things 
had fallen long before that date. The as- 
sertion that the fall in prices since 1873 is 
due to the preciation of gold alone is 
based upon t assumption that the rela- 
tions between supply and demand have not 
changed; that there has been no diminution 
of the cost of pe crustion and distribution 
that the facilities for effecting financial ex- 
chan have not been improved, and. in 
brief, that the world has made no progress 
in the conduct of its industrial and com- 
mercial Operations for more than twenty 
years. This assttnption is so inconsistent 
with well-known economic and historical] 
facts that it seems scarcely worth while to 

ve it a serious consideration. Reductions 
nh the prices of commodities are erally 
due to so many different causes that it is 
scarcely ever possible to ascertain the ex- 
cms of coon, woeerate influences. 
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authentic records would enabie us to em- 
brace in our investigation, and, after a 
most thorough and impartial examination of 
the subject, a t was made which fills 
four large volumes and embodies a mass of 
information upon these subjects which can- 
not be fotind in any other official form. As 
to the course of prices and wages the com- 
mittee was una us, though these were 
differences of opinion among the members 
as to the causes that had from time to time 
produced the changes. The xe of many 
articles and the wages of labor in many 
occupations were ascertained during each 
year as far back as 1840, and for the pur- 
poses of comparison the prices of com- 
modities and the he of labor in the year 
1860 were adopted the standard.’ The 
sufficiency of the reasons fer selecting that 
year rather than any other will not, I 
think, be questioned. There were no great 
finaficial or other disturbances during that 
year, business was in a normal condition 
iri all parts of the country, no changés had 
been made in the monetary systems of the 
world for many years; the United States 
was using gold as the measure of value, 
just as it is now, except that thefe was no 
legal tender silver in cifetlation as there 
is now, thé people were prosperous and the 

rices of commodities and the wages of 
abor were fairly adjusted with relation to 
each other. At the time when this iInvesti- 
gation was made all the legislation in re- 
gard to silver now specifically complained 
of had been accoriplished, and if p#ices or 
wages had fallen there was as mich reason 
to attribute the reduction to the | latiori 
then as there is now. Ample time had been 
afforded for its effects, if it had any, upon 
prices and wages to be felt, and the fact 
that the investigation was not miade for the 
purpose of influencing legislation upon the 
silver question adds to the value of its re- 
sults. 

In the first place, the committee unani- 
mously selected 232 articles in common use 
which it was agreed constituted the great 
bulk of the consumption and expenditures 
of the people, and these articles were se- 
parated into eight classés or groups; that is, 
clothes and clothing, fuel and lighting, 
metals and implements, lumber and house- 
building tmaterials, drugs and chemicals, 
house-furnishing goods, and miscellaneous 
commodities. It was found that the prices 
of articles of food, taking them altogether, 
had fallen less than 10 per cent since 1873, 
while the prices of clothes and clothing 
had fallen 32 per cent; fuel and light nearly 
24 per eerit: metals and implements, 3% per 
cent; lumber and building materials, nearly 
2 per cent; drugs and cheriiicals, 31 per cent; 
house-furnishing goods, 27 per cent, and mis- 
céllanheous articles, 10 per cent. The prices 
for the 180 being taken as the standard 
were represented by 100, and increases and 
decreases were shown by deviations from 
that number up or down, as the case might 
be. The investigation showed that at the 
tire it was made articles of food stood at 
103.9 or nearly 4 per. cent higher than in 
1860; clothes and clothing at $1.1; fuel and 
lighting at .91; ies | and Snatemeote at 
74.9: lumber and housé-building materials 
at 122.3; drugs and chemicals at 86.3; house- 
furnishing goods at 70.1, and miscellaneous

FACTS SHED. 

These results Pane favostien tion éstab- 
lish three facts which have an important 
bearing: upon the present controversy. The 
first fact eStablished is that the prices of 
articles of food which are the products of 
the farms, gardens, orchards and dairies of 
the country were about 4 per cent higher 
than they were in the year 1860, long be- 
fore the silver legislation now complained 
of; the second is, that the fall in the prices 
of these farm products since the year 1873 
has been much less than the fall in theprices 
of the commodities the farmers have to 
buy; and the third is, that the reductions 
in prices have not been uniform, either as 
to particular articles or groups of articles, 
and therefore cannot be attributed to one 
and the same cause—to the appreciation of 
gold, for instance. The conclusion is in- 
evitable that various influences have oper- 
ated to produce these er gO in prices, 
some affecting one group of articles and 
some another and doubtless some affecting 
all, but to no one influence can the whole 
result be attributed. Cotton and wheat are 
the commodities most frequently referred 
to by those who contend that the fall in 
prices is due to the appreciation of gold, 
but there is nothing whatever in the meth- 
ods of producing those articles, or in trans- 
porting or selling them, or in the character 
of the money received for them, which 
would make the appreciation of gold affect 
their prices more than it woul@ affect the 
prices of other commodities produced by 
our people. In addition to the various 
causes which have more or less affected 
the prices of all articles, the prices of these 
two products have been seriously affected 
by the enormous increase in their produc- 
tion since the year 1872, which was the last 
crop year preceding the legislation in re- 
gard to silver. x 

The production of cotton in this country 
in 1872-8 was 2,974,351 bales, containing an 
average of 439 pounds net weight, while the 
rroduction in 1893-4 was 7,549,817 bales, con- 
taining an atirages ge of 474 pane net weight, 
or an increase of nearly per cent in this 
country alone, besides the great increase 
that has taken place in competing countries; 
and in 18945 the production here was .uch 
larger, being nearly 10,000,000 bales. Accord- 
ing to the statistics of the Agricultural De- 
partment, the production of wheat in this 
country in 1872 was 249,997,100 bushels, and in 
1894, 460,267,416 bushels, or nearly twice as 
much, and there has also been an enormous 
increase of production in competing coun- 
tries. But, gentlemen, notwithstanding the 
great increase in the production of cotten 
and wheat, here and in other countries, and 
the consequent decline in their prices, a 
given quantity of either of them will now 
purchase fm our own markets and in the 
markets abroad a larger share of many 
other useful commodities than it would have 
purchased in 1872 or 1873, 86 that, in fact, as 
compared with many other things, the val- 
ues of cotton and wheat have appreciated. » 


EFFECT ON LABOR, 

The one thing which has been less affected 
by the changes in the relation between sup- 
ply and demand, by improvements in the 
methods of production and distribution and 
by the other influences which produce fluc- 
tuations in prices of commodities generally, 
is labor, and it is by far the most © hy ee 
single source of income posses y our 
people, a much ilarger amount being ex-

In 18% the 
population of these countries was 485,180,841, 
a uction of gold alone was atl oye ro 
being $32.41 for each hundred inhabitants, 
of $7.92 more for each hundfred people than 
the total of both metals during the last de- 
cade of the last century. If, therefore, the 
people 6f Burope and America had used @s 
money all the gold and the silver annual; 
produced in the world 100 years ago, they 
would not have recefved as large a per cap- 
ita addition to their stock of money as they 
would receive now by adding the gold aiorie. 
In view of these facts, I submit that the 
silver legislation of 1871, 1873, and 1876 has not 
diminished the world’s supply of metalli 
money as compared with former times an 
prevented thé single gold standard countries 
from making @8 gréat an annvé) addition 
to their stock of metallic currency. 

Official monetary statistics show that in 
the gold standard countries of the world 
the stocks of money afé much larger per 
capita than in the silver standard countries. 
Taking the large gold standard countries 
and the large silver standard countriés, it 
appears that in 1894 the stock of money in 
the United States was over $25 per capita, 
in the United Kingdom nearly $20, and in 
Germany nearly $19, while in Mexico the per 
capita was $4.71, in Russia and Finland $8.2, 
and in Chifia $3.26. The gold standard coun- 
tries use large amounts of silver as money, 
but the silver staridard cotintries use no 
gold as money, and eanhtiot do so for the 
reasons I have already endeavored to ex- 
plain. But, getitlemeéeti, for the reasons al- 
ready stated, the commercial! nations of the 
world do not how require the same propor- 
tion of metallic money in the transaction 
of their business that they required a few 
centuries ago, or even one century ago. 
Credit has been vastly extended and the 
use of paper in the form of tes, checks 
and bills‘has almost entirely dispiacéd me- 
tallic money in the daily business of the 
people, and as long as these forms of credit 
are kept equal in value to the metallic 
standard, thé effect upon the price of com- 
modities is precisely the same as if the 
whole volume of circulation consisted of 
standard coin; for, as long as equality in 
value can be maintained, the paper fe 
resentatives of the dollar pérform exact 
the same office in the exchange of commod- 
ities that gold dollars themselves would 
perform; but if this equality fs déstroyed, 
the paper t discredited, its purchasing 
power is diminished, and the people have 
no longer a stable measure of value, 


TO RELIEVE THE DEBTOR. 

Otie of the most effective argrumeétits made 
by ‘the advocates of free coinage, in some 
parts of the counts? at least, is that the 
people are in debt, and that it is the 
duty of the Government to relieve them 
by such legislation as will enable them to 
procure cheap money for the purpose of 
discharging their obligations, and in sup- 
port of this argument the most ¢xaggerated 
statements are made as to the depressed 
and suffering condition of our farmers, 
wage-earners, and other producing classes. 
This aegement concedes that under the 
pr system of free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 all the various kinds of currency 
in use by the people, including the silver 
dollar itself, would be worth less than it 
is now, for, of course, if this is not to be 
the result money would be no cheaper than 
it is now. To assert that the people are 
in debt is simply to say that they have 
traded with each other on credit, that one 

art of our fellow-citizgens, relying upon the 
ntegrity and financial standing of their 
neighbors and acquaintances, ave lert 
them money on time and sold property to 
thme without demanding immediate pay- 
ment in cash, and that in this way they 
have enabled many people to carry on a 
useful busine and live tn comfortable 
homes who Otherwise could not have done 
so.

THE BRIDGE COMBINE INDICTED. 


The validity of every charge made by 
the Post-Dispatch against the Bridge 
Terminal and Ferry combine of this city 
has been established by the investiga- 
tion of the Illinois Senate Committee. 

The report of that committee complete- 
ly justifies the criticisms of the Post- 
Dispatch on the iniquitous Bridge Trust, 
which has exacted oppressive tribute 
from all commerce coming into St. Louis 
from the East or going Eastward from 
St. Louis. 

The committee finds that the corpora- 
tions composing this. combine haye vio- 
lated nearly every law, charter and 
obligation under which they secured the 
right to exist and under which -they 
operate. The counts of the committee's 
indictment for which proof is submitted 
are thus summarized: 

The statutes of the United States ha¥e 
been violated by this Bridge and Terminal 
combination. 

The interstate commerce laws have been 
violated by the Wiggins Ferry Co. and by 
both the Bridge companies. 

The Federal statutes against trusts, pools 
and combines to restrain commerce be- 
tween the States have been violated by 
these companies. 

The laws of the State of Illinois are being 
constantly violated by the Bridge and 
Terminal combine and the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. 

To these must be added the counts that 
both Bridge and Terminal companies 
have violated the laws of Missouri, and 
that the Merchants’ Bridge and Terminal 
Co, has violated every obligation of its 
city charter. 

The committee recommends that At- 
torney-General Maloney of Illinois bring 
suits in the courts of Illinois to annul 
the charter of the Merchants’ Bridge and 
Terminal Co. and to break the combine, 
and that he urge upon Atty.-Gen. Olney 
of the United States to institute proceed- 
ings for the forfeiture of the Merchants’ 
Bridge to she Government and the pun- 
ishment of the officials of all the corpora- 
tions guilty of violating the Federal laws. 
Atty.-Gen. Maloney has signified his in- 
tention to act. 

The officials of the corporations com- 
posing this lawless combine are subject 
to criminal prosecution under the Federal 
statutes. Will Atty.-Gen. Olney initiate 
these prosecutions or submit to the impu- 
tation that the corporation -pull is strong- 
er than law and duty in the Department 
of Justice? Shall the country be notified 
that there is no law for the ri and 
powerful? 

The laws of Missouri have been vio- 
lated. Will Atty..<Gen. Walker admit by 
failing to enforce them that powerful 
corporations are superior to the laws 
of Missouri and control the State’s law 
officer?

“THE CRIME OF 1873.”’ 


Mr. W. A. Wray of Harrisonville, Mo., 
in a letter published elsewhere on this 
page, cites conclusive proof that the De- 
monetization act of 1873 was passed 
through Congress without the leading 
members of either Senate or House hav- 
ing the slightest idea of what was being 
done. The proof he brings forward is 
conclusive, but there is more of the same 
kind, 

Mr. Bright of Tennessee, a member of 
the Morty-fifth Congress, said: 

It passed by fraud in the House, never 
having been printed in advance, being a 
substitute for the printed bill; never hav- 
ing been read at the clerk’s desk, the read- 
ing having been dispensed with by an im- 
pression that the bill made no material 
alteration in the coinage laws; it was passed 
without discussion, debate being cut off 
by operation of the previous question. It 
was passed, to my certain information, un- 
der such circumstances that the fraud es- 
caped the attention: of some of the most 
watchful as well as the ablest statesmen in 
Congress at the time. * * * Aye, sir 
it was a fraud that smells to heaven. It was 
a fraud that will stink in the nose of pos- 
terity, and for which some persons must 
give account in the day of retribution.—Con- 
gressional Record, vol. 7, part 1, second ses- 
sion, Forty-fifth Congress, page 584. 

Still more striking is a letter written by 
President Grant to Mr. Coudry, under 
date of Oct. 13, 1873, eight mionths after 
he had signed the bill demonetizing sil- 
ver. The following extracts from that 
letter prove conclusively that when 
President Grant signed the bill eight 
months previously he did not know that 
it demonetized silver: 

I wonder that silver is not already-coming 
into the market to supply the deficiency 
in the circulating medium. * * * Ex- 
perience has proved that it takes about 
$40,000,000 of fractional currency to make 
the small change necessary for the trans- 
action of the business of the country. Sil- 
ver will gradually take the place of this 
currericy. and, further, will become the 
standard of values, whiclf: will be hoarded 
in a small way. I estimate that this will 
constime from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000 in 
time of this species of ‘our circulating me- 
dium. * * * [| confess to a desire to 
see a limited hoarding of money. But I want 
to see a hoarding of something that is a 
standard of value the world over. Silver 
is this. * * * 

Our mines are now producing almost un- 
limited amounts of silver, and it is becoming 
a question, ‘“‘what shall we do with it?’ I 
here suggest a solution which will answer 
for some years to put it in circulation, keep- 
ing it there until-it is fixed, and then we 
will find other markets—See page 208 Con- 
gressional Record, Dec. 14, 1877. 

It will thus be seen that the President, 
Senators and Members of the House ail 
testify that they did not know until long 
afterwards that the act of 1873, with its 
167 jumbled up sections, demonetized 
silver. It was a bunco game, played on 
the country by a few conspirators who 
were in the secret. : 


CARLISLE’S MISLEADING STATEMENT.

When 
water is poured into or drawn out of one 
tank “the level of the water in all is 
affected. The stimulating effect of an 
increase of the metal money supply in 
one country would be felt by all on bet- 
ter prices and an easier money market. 

But granting the worst Mr. Carlisle 
may say of the danger of contraction and 
of the departure of gold on account of 
silver free coinage, surely the one dis- 
aster it might cause would not be as bad 
as the periodic disasters under gold 
mpnometallism, and we could scarcely 
have more trouble keeping gold in the 
country than Mr. Carlisle, as Secretary 
of the Treasury, has fiad under our 
present monetary system. We could buy 
it with silver or products more advan- 
tageously than he has bought it with 
bonds.

The act 
of 1873 simply accepted the situation which 
had been apparent in 189 and had already 
been indicated by the act of 1853: The act 
of 1873 did not change anything not already 
accomplished by the logic of events,” 
The,.professor must have forgotten that 
the commandment of his patron-Pres- 
ident is “Tell the truth.” He says the sil- 
ver dollar was not coined and used in pay- 
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ment of debts from 1853 to 1873, because it 


was worth 3 per cent more than gold. But 


was that the reason the act of 1873 made/ 


no provision for its future coinage and 
drove us to’ the single gold standard? Even 
a Chicago professor of political economy 
can hardly have the cheek to make that 
assertion. Then he denies that the act of 
1873 was passed secretly; says it was first 
submitted in April 1870 and did not become 
a law until Feb. 12, 1873, its discussion in 
the meantime having occupied 144 columns 
of the Congressional Globe. He summions 
three or four witnesses to attest all this, 
and though he admits that a largér number 
of equally credible and compeétent wit- 
nesses testify to the contrary, he osten- 
tatiously announces that his proposition 
is-proven, Is that the kind of logic taught 
in the Chicago University? 

He gives a tabulated statement. compiled 
from the records of Congress, showing the 
proceedings on the act of Feb. 12, 1873, at 
its various stages, and draws the inference 
that the scope and effect of that act must 
have been known to the members of Con- 
gress. But the people are not in the humor 
to accept inferences and assumptions upon 
this question. Let us seek more direct tes- 
timony. 

Senator Allison on Feb.:15, 1878, said in 
the Senate: “‘When the secret history of 
this bill of 1873 comes on to be told it will 
disclose the fact that the House of Repre- 
sentatives intended to coin both gold and 
silver, and intended to place both metals 
upon the French relation instead of our 
own, which was the true scientific position 
with reference to this subject in 1873, but 
that the bill was afterwards doctored, if I 
must use the term, and I use it in no offen- 
sive sense, of course.’’ (Congressional Rec- 
ord, vol. 7, part 2, page 1,058.) 

Senator Voorhees: “I want to ask my 
friend from Maine, whom I am glad to 
designate in that way, whether I may cal) 
him as one more witness to the fact that it 
was not generally known that silver was de- 
monetized. Did he know, as Speaker of 
the House presiding at that time, that the 
silver dollar was demonetized in the bill to 
which he alludes?’ 

Senator Blaine: “I did not know anything 
that was in the bill at all; little was Known 
or cared on the subject. And now I should 
like to exchange questions with the Senator 
from Indiana, who was then on the floor, 
and whose business it was, far more than 
mine, to know, because by the designation 
of the House I was to put questions, the 
Senator from Indiana, then on the floor of 
the House, with his power as a debater 
was to unfold them to the House. Did he 
know ?’’

CONFIRMATION

It Depends Upon the Character 
of His Past Business. 


WHAT HIS EX-EMPLOYES SAY 


Chambermaids Say the Old Bristol Was 
Run as Other Houses in the Neigh- - 
borhood Were Run. 


On positive information as to the charac- 
ter of the lodging-house run by Isaac S. 
Bristol at the northwest corner of Eighth 
and Chestnut streets, between the fall of 
1883 and the-spring of 1892, wild depend 
Bristol’s confirmation or rejection as Su- 
perintendent of the House of Refuge. The 
charge has been repeatedly made that the 
house was as bad as any of its kind in that 


‘ locality, which during the greater part of 


the time covered by the inquiry, was given 
over after nightfall to prowlers and revy- 
elers of both sexes. Mr. Bristol has par- 
sistently denied this, and has alleged that 
he leased the house in ignorance of its 


character; that he did all in his power to 
make it respectable, and that while he suc- 
ceeded in this endeavor he, at the same 
time, reduced the receipts until he was 
obliged to give up the place, after losing all 
that he had invested. 

Both the charges and denial are being 
sifted by the Mayor, and the essential facts 
will no doubt be gotten at. 

Thomas Morris, who had the house re- 
ferred to from the fall. of 1891 for about two 


ears, Fs 
aes was not the immediate successor of 
Bristol. The man who followed him had the 
house about four months, and ran it to 
make all he could. He got into the time- 
ent furniture houses pretty deep, and 

on Faday of Fair week he skipped out with 
all the receipts. Then thefurniture howtses 
came to me and asked me to take the place 
and make what I could out of it. The place 
was represented to me as doing a pay.ng 
business, and after looking the ground over 
I thought I could make it go by running a 
men’s apartment house on the order of the 
Benton. But the place had too hard a 
name. Why,:- when I first got it, the women 
were so bold that they would get richt in 
front of men on the sidewalk and try to 
force them to go upstairs. I used to go 
down and run them away, which I would 
not have done if I had been catering to the 
transient trade. I had some mail clerks 
there to start with, and I tried to get the 
house filled th men, but it was ‘no go.’ 
At last, I sold the furniture for $700. What I 
put in there stood me) $4,200.”’ 
“Was the place known as the Hotel Bris- 


tol then 

“No, that si hag been taken off the 
house. But it had a very bad reputation 
and I guess it had earned it.”’ 

At the office of Thomas J. Prosser, it was 
stated that Isaac 8. Bristol had conducted 
a transient rooming house for several years 
at the northwest corner of Eighth and 


Chestnut streets. Only from common re- 
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Highést Honors—World’s Fair. 
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port could it be surmised how the place was 
run; but Bristol had finally, in A ij, 1891, 
been put out of the house for non- ayment 
of rent, being $500 behind, and he had not 
paid the.debt yet. 

James W. Graham, proprietor of a restan- 
rant at No. 314 Olive street, had looked 
the place over three years ago, some time 
after Bristol got out, with a view to con- 
verting it into a restaurant and apartment 
house for men. He was not satisfied with 


the venture. He had been informed that 
the house had been run asa rooming house 
for several years before that, but had no 
knowledge of it himself. 

Mrs. Sallie Moore of No. 1016 Market street 
(rear) worked in the Hotel Bristol, first as 
chambermaid and then as laundress,‘for the 
last ten months of Bristol’s connection 
with it. At first she was inclined to give 
Bristol a clean bill of morals, but at length 
she said: 

“Oh, that place was just like all the other 
houses of the kind in that neighborhood, I 
guess. Anybody could stop there if they 
had a dollar. Bristol was out for the dol- 
lar, just like anybody else would be. If 
they were well-dressed and behaved them- 
selves he asked no questions.”’ 

“Did he require couples to register as 
man and wife before admitting them?” 

“Oh, I guess he did, but what does that 
amount to? They nearly all did that, any- 
way. I tell you, he ran that house just as 
all the others in that neighborhood were 
run.” ) 
| “Were guests received aft all hours?’ 

“As to that I could not tell you. In the 
| first place, my duties as chambermaid end- 

ed at 5 o’clock in the evening, and I did 
not live in the house. In the next, I was 
only chambermaid a little while, and then 
the laundry woman left, and he asked me 
whether I would do the laundrying, and, 
as it was pleasanter work and better hours, 
I took that. I never saw anything there 
that was out of the way, but, as I say, 
the house was run just like all others of its 
kind in the neighborhood—for whoever 
came there with money to pay.” 

Mrs. Ernst Siebold of 1828 Gratiot street 
succeeded Mrs. Moore as chambermaid. She 
said: “Mr. Bristol had a good many men 
in the house when I went there—I heard they 
were railway mai] clerks—but he also ad- 
mitted men and women together. As far 
as I know he always made them register 
as man and wife, although I never saw the 
register but a few times while I was there. 
But if they came as ‘man and wife and had 
theemoney to pay, I believe he always let 
them stay. No, I never had anything to 
do with the rooms after 5 b’clock in the 
evening, and was never called on to do any 
work after that. I believe that Bristo! sold 
out to a man named Shaw, and that there 
was some trouble about Shaw not stand- 
ing good for some of Bristol’s debts, but, 
anyhow, Prosser set the furniture out in 
the street after Shaw took hold, and not 
while Bristol was there. Mr. Bristol owed 
Mrs. Moore $29 that I know of.”’ 

It was stated at nolice headquarters that 
a detailed renort had be made out and 
sent to the Mayor, covering what the po- 
lice remembered about Bristol’s conduct 
while in possession of the premises, but 
the gaperal tenor of that report could not 
be learhed. One officer of the district said 
that he had been on duty in the vicinity 
of the Hotel Bristol while it bore that 
name, and he knew it to be a place where 
lodgings were granted indiscriminately. 
He did not wish to be known as having 
given this statement, because, he said, he 
had already told what he knew for the in- 
formation of Mayor Walbridge. 

When Chief Reedy was as what had 
been the nattre of the report transmitted to 
the Mayor he replied that that information 
must now come out of the Mayor's office, 
if at all—that he had nothing offer con- 
cerning it. 

For three years last past Bristol has been 
conducting an ordinary rapming house, 
first at No. 1404 Olive street and then at 
1602 Olive. Mr. Walter Ridgway of No. 1719 
Market street, who has recently removed 
from No. 1600 Olive, stated that Bristol's 
conduct and the management of his house 
in that vicinity had been above reproach; 
and that he had last fall lost by death one 
of the sisters who came here shortly be- 
fore he left the Bristol and had kept it for 
him. He had taken the body fo New York 
State for burial, and the other sister re- 
mained here with him, Mr. Ridgway could 
vouch for the come | of Bristol's con- 
duct while he had been in possession of the 
premises at No. 1602 Olive street.

NEW YORK, May 23.—A special to a local 
paper from Panama, says: The steamer Loa 
which has arrived here brought confirma- 
tion of advices that the town of Machala 
and arms and ammunition of the Govern- 
ment have been captured by the revolution- 


ists. The entire province of Manabi is re-j, 


ported to be in arms. Its capital, Porto Viejo, 
is in the power of the patriots of La Hon- 
ora Nacional.’ 

Gen. Vepez of the Government forces is a 
prisoner. Crowds of young men of Guaya- 
quil are waiting in the city to join the 
revolutionary armies. The Government is 
said to be completely demoralized. Its offi- 
cial action is in disaccord with its friendly 
decree that issued a general amnesty while 
calling an extra session of Congress for a 
popular election. Secretary of State Sarasti 
is in disaccord with Gen. Flores, commander 
of Guayaquil, who is likely to be deprived 
of his office.

Ambato is marching on 
Quito with a force of 1,000 men. Esmeraldos 
was still in the hands of the Government 
May 17, but it was feared that the revolu- 
tionists intended to make an attack shortly 
to regain possession of MMe port. 


CHICAGO, Ill., May 23.—A dispatch from 
Panama says: Esmeraldas has been cap- 
tured by the revolutionists after heavy 
fighting.

Talk about dollar wheat that was laughed 


at a fortnight ago, is now in everybody’s 
mouth and the best posted can see no end to 
the flurry. 

Frost, chinch bugs and drouth are at 
the bottom of the boom in prices. The best 
informed operators scout the idea of a 
speculative bulge. They say the shortage in 
the visible supply is the legitimate ground 
of the advance. The figures on this point 
are not so impressive. The visible supply 
of- wheat May 18, 1894, was 62,083,000 bushels. 
On the same date this year the supply was 
56,484,000, a decrease of 5,590,900 bushels. 

Cash wheat sold at 86c Thursday morning. 
This is a remarkable advance, as ten 
months ago, July 28, 1894, it touched bottom 
at 47i4c. Flour is advancing proportionately 
with wheat. The price last July was $2.16. 
It is now $4 per barrel. 

The country speculators and, strange to 
say, the professional traders, are on the 
long side. There was plenty offered this 


morning and a good many deals closed out. , 


As much as 20 cents to 30 cents per bushel 
Was realized on some deals. John A. War- 
ren, Charles Spencer, Ben Barns and Ama- 
dee Call are among the heaviest winners 
on the advance. 

The countrymen are just handling things 
to suit themselves and where they have 
walked home heretofore after their specu- 
lative journeys to town, they can now 
afford to ride back-on first-class bicycles. 

United Elevator Stock is another in- 
fluencing factor in the local market. The 
stock has been consistently hammered 
for the last fortnight and on the noon call 
Thursday the bottom all but dropped out. 
Last December the stock was quoted at 
$50. It was as good as $46 two weeks ago. 
Then the decline came-and in the brokers’ 
corner it opened Thursday with offers of 
40%, begging for takers. 

All sorts of rumors are afioat to account 
for the decline. A discrepancy between 
actual and stated supply of wheat was 
talked of, but President Web Samuels 
. Sharply contradicted the statement. “‘We 
have every bit of wheat on hand we are re- 
ported carrying,” said he. “Reports of a 
shortage are malignant rumors. The stock 
has declined owing to the excited condition 
ef the wheat market, following the passing 
of a dividend.” 

There was an uncertain feeling never- 
theless and everybody in the brokers’ cor- 
ner had a block of elevator to dispose of. 
The hammering opened with offerings of 
40% with no takers and twenty-five shares 
went at $36 and the closing offer was 33%, 
with no acceptances. 

Just before the close of 'Change wheat 
broke over 3 cents, July selling down to 
79% and closing at 80%.

OKLAHOMA CITY, O. T., May 23.—The 
rush for the Kickapoo lands was made at 
noon and a wild scene it was. Thousands of 
pioneers were in the crowd which entered 
the territory. It was a most dangerous 
rush, but the crowd went pell mell, intent 
only on getting into the lands in time to 
get a good claim. 

Down an eighteen-foot embankment, 
across the river, in many places too deep to 
ford, they went, up the bank on the oppo- 
site side, through a belt of timber and then 
across the famous Kickapoo flats for the 
claims, There were many wire fences 
around the allotments which had to be cut 
or jumped. 

Before noon many crossed over the river 
and entered the country, and their names 
were jotted down by the homeseekers who 
obeyed the law and waited. These galloped 


along the roads over the rise and far out 
on the plateau.

try was crowded with horsemen and ve- 
hicles. The dust was stifling, and the yard 
of the road house was a solid jam of ve- 
hicles.

CHAMP CLARK ON SILVER. 


“Scratch an International Bimetallist’s 

Back and Hear the Goldbug’s Wings.

LAMAR, Mo., May 23.—Yielding to a re- 
quest from a large number of citizens, ex- 
Congressman Champ Clark, between lec- 
tures, delivered a rousing address here last 
night on silver to an enthuiastic audience, 
which filled the opera house to overflowing. 
He didn’t mince matters, but expressed.him- 


self in a manner impossible of misunder- 
standing or of double construction. He said 
that the keynote of his speech was this 
sentence: “‘The financial legislation of this 
country from 1861 to the present time, taken 
all in all, is the greatest gutrage perpe- 
trated on a free people.” In’ that spirit -he 
spoke for two hours; and, judging from the 
applause which he received, it was evident 
the people were in touch with him. 

As to ratios he said: ‘I am in favor of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 16 to 


| 1. That was the ratio when the unpardpnable 


crime of 1873 was committed and if we really 
intend to redress that unpardonable wrong, 
we should restore silver to its place of an- 
ecient honor in the monetary system of the 
world.

| “Sec. 2. That, whereas, a principaT red‘ 
son for giving authority to build the bridge 
herein contemplated is to secure reasonable 
rates and tolls for corporations and individ- 
uals for passing ovér the same, the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Co., or its successors or 
assigns, shall not agree or consent to the 
consolidation of this bridge company with 
| any other bridge company across the Mis- 
sissippi River, or to the pooling of the earn- 
ings of this bridge company with the earn- 
ings of any other bridge company on said 
river, nor shall any person who is or may 
be a director or manager of the bridge 
herein provided for; provided that if this 
provision of this act shall at any time be 
violated in any of these particulars, such 
violation shall, without legal proceeding, 
at once forfeit the privilege hereby granted, 
and said bridge shall become the propérty 
of the United States, and the Secretary of 
War shall at @nce take possession of the 
same in the name and for the use of the 
United States.’ 


The Illinois members of Congress, realiz- 
ing the importance to the State of the build- 
ing of such an independent bridge, acted in 
concert with the Missouri members to bring 
about the enactment of the necessary laws 
to permit the building of the new bridge 
and as a result the Merchants’ bridge was 
bullt and opened to traffic. The result was 
immediate and beneficial to the commerce 
of the State, 


Mr. H. W. Gays, who was connected with 
the Merchants’ Bridge in the’ Traffic 
partment, and was General Manager of that 
}company for about four years, says: “For 
a period of time there was severe competi- 
tion, and rates were lowered on certain 
commodities, This competition existed from 
the first day te Merchants’ Bridge took a 
acr.

Mr. W. 8, Hodges, who has been in c

‘PHELPS’ PLANS MISCARRIED. 


Russell and Flanagan Failed to Round 
Up the Herd. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

-JEFFERSON CITY, May 2%.—Principal 
Pluggtr Phelps and Flim Flam Flanagan 
have hot been altogether harmonious’ re- 


cently. Phelps had an adjournment plugged 

for Saturday with his ‘‘me toos” in the 

Stnate, and his resolution was adopted yves- 
terday, as he had arranged. Before the 
resolution was originally introduced in the 
Senate Phelps and Orchard were together 
in the committee-room adjoining the Sen- 
dte Chamber. Lyman was then sent for, 
and the three had a caucus. Then Lyman 
went back and introduced the adjournmeft 
resolution. 

‘The action of the Republican caucus of 
the House, however, disconcerted the com- 
bin@ plurgers’ immediate plans. Phelps 
had depended upon Russell and Flanagan 
to take charge of the House caucus, and 
force it to agree to an adjournment on 
Saturday; before there could be any possi- 
bility of a fellow-servant bill being adopted. 

But for once the majority of the House 
caucus subordinated the dictates of Russcll 
and Flanagan to party policy, and decided 
that it would be good politics to refuse to 
adjourn until a straight fellow-servant bill 
Was passed and sent to the Senate. Then, 
having the Senate on record in favor of ad- 
journment, the House could adjourn after 
giving it two or three days to refuse to do 
anything, which they well knew the com- 
bine Senators, acting with the Republicans, 
would refuse to do. 

Phelps, however, didn’t like the action of 
the House. He was afraid that if a straight 
bill was sent to the Senate some of the 
Senators who had been hiding behind a 
general jaw might be forced into voting 
for the Houge bill. So he:called Flanagan 
up for a reprimand. He cursed him like a 
pirate and told him in emphatic terms that 
he was no good—that he had let the Sat- 
urday adjournment plan slip, and now there 
might be a possibility of a bill slipping 
through. He added that Lyman, Love, Or- 
chard and Harrison had all made arrange- 
ments to go home and had announced that 
they were going, and that now they would 
have to stay to help out in dilatory mo- 
ions and attempts to prevent a bill coming 
to a list vote. Flanagan felt so broken up 
over the rebuke of his superior that he at 
once started out with a couple of his In- 
dians. .

Frame Wards at Quarantine. 


The frame wards of the small pox hospital 
at Quarantine are not only unfitted for the 
purpose they are used for, but constitute a 
menace to the health of the unfortunate vic- 
tims of small pox, whose recovery is re- 
tarded, or who are liable to contract other 


painful and loathsome diseases while con- 
valescent. 

The frame wards were built as temporary 
bufldings only, some twelve or thirteen 
years ago, the intention being to destroy 
them in two or three years, a necessary san- 
itary precaution with all frame buildings 
used for harboring contagious diseases. 
They only cost about $260 each and the cost 
of new buildings has since been expended 
on them for repairs. About four years ago 
nearly $1,000, or about the cost of new build- 
ings, was spent on new roofing for them. 
Old frame buildings retain the germs of dis- 
ease no matter how thoroughly disinfected. 
Germs will sift through the floors and min- 
gle with the debris beneath. , 

At the Workhouse several néonths ago 
there was an outbreak of a mysterious dis- 
ease, the nature of which was only ascer- 
tained after microscopical examination of 
the dirt under the floors.

CLAIM AGAINST MEXICO. 


The State Department Will Call Atten- 
tion to Oberlander’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, D, C., May 23.—The State 
Department will call the attention of the 
Mexican Government to the claim for dam- 
ages made by Charles Oberlander of San 
Diego, Cal., for being kidnaped in the Uni- 


ted States and taken to Mexico. Mrs. Bar- 
bara N. Messenger of Tia Juana, Cal., also 
asks damages for ill-treatment: Oberlander 
wrote letters to Gen. Torres, the Mexican 
Governor of Lower California, who nad EKd- 
ward Crossthwaite arrested on a fraudulent 
warrant and kidnaped to Mexico because 
Crossthwaite insulted Torres in San Diego. 
Oberlander threatened to expose the Mexi- 
can that kidnaped Crossthwaite, and on 
May 19,1892, when returning from a trip to 
Southern Califqrnia, Oberlander was halted 
by a Mexican policeman. He drove quickly 
across the boundary line into United States 
territory, but Joaquin Fuentes forced him 
back to Mexico at the point of a pistol. He 
escaped from a miserable jail to Mrs. Mes- 
singer’s house, in Tia Juana, but the Mexi- 
cans pursued him and took him back to 
Mexico. He was ultimately released.

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BEFORE TAR GRAND-JURY. 


It Will Investigate Charges of Cor- 
- ruption in the Legislature. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., 
charging the Cole County Grand-jury this 
morning Judge D. W. Shackleford concluded 
with the following significant words: 

“There is one other matter, gentleman, to 
which I desire to call your attention. It has 
been charged in the public press and else- 
where that.members of the Genera] Assem- 
bly of thfs State, now in session here, have 
béen corruptedi The charges in many in- 
stances have been of the most definite and 
specific character. Now, gentlemen, if any 
member of the General Assembly has di- 
rectly or indirectly received money or other 
valuable things in consideration of his vote 
or official action he is guilty of a crime, as 
is also the person who corrupted him. On 
the other hand; if these charges are not 
true, then the parties who have made them 
are guilty of criminal libel and should be 
prosecuted. No Government can enjoy the 
confidence and respect of the people when 
such direct charges so ecustaliy made go 
unnoticed. 

“It is your duty, gentlemen, as honest 
jurors, unswerved by =~ motive, except 
to honestly prosecute law-breakers, to 
thoroughly investigate these charges. If 
found to be true, then you should indict 
those members who have been corrupted 
and the persons who corrupted them. If, on 
the other hand, you should find that such 
charges are not true, but have sprung from 
the-malice of those who made them, then 
the authors of such charges should be in- 
dicted for libel. Gentlemen, I know you will 
fully and fearlessly do your duty.”’ 

This, in all probability, will lead to a full 
and thorough investigation of the present 
Legislature by a body legally authorized to 
act. The court is in session now, and the 
Grand-jury can act immediately. It will not 
be a bogus pass investigating committee. 


WHEN WAS THE WAR OVER?

A Decision Made Necessary by a 
Strange Pension Case. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—A decision of 
considerable importance has been made by 
Assistant Secretary Reynolds of the In- 
terior Department in the case of John 
Barleyoung, late of Company E, Thirteenth 


United States Infantry. Barleyoung served 
from April 19, 1866, to April 19, 18869, and 
claimed a pension under the pension law, 
on the ground that the war did not end 
until the issuance of President Johnson's 
proclamation on August 20, 1866, declaring it 
at an end, The Assistant Secretary holds 
that the actual termination of hostilities 
was in July, 1865, and adds: ‘It is not be- 
lieved that Congress intended to pension 
those whose rendition of service, military or 
n@val, had nogconnection with belligerent 
operations of the war, was not upon the 
theater of the conflict, and had nothing to 
do with the objects and purposes of the 
war.” . 

The folowing rulings are therefore made: 
The technica! legal termination of the war 
of the rebellion was August 20, 1866: under 
Section 2 of the act of June 27, 1890, service 
must have been rendered both during and 
in some necessary connection with the war 
of the rebellion as a part of its belligerent 
operations; service rendered after July, 
1865, will be presumed to have not been in 
said war: service rendered after April 2, 
1866, must be shown to have been rendered 
in some connection with the war as exist- 
ing in the State of Texas; service rendered 
within the State of Tennessee after June 
13, 1865, will likewise be presumed not to 
have been in said war, unless shown to 
have had some necessary connection with 
the war elsewhere. 

Assistant Secretary Reynolds also holds 
that when claims are filed under two differ- 
ent laws for the same disability, allowance 
under the general law is sufficient notice of 
rejection under the other. 


WILDE LOOKED HAGGARD.

LONDON, May 23.—The Old Bailey Coyrt 
was again crowded to-day when the trial 
of Oscar Wilde was resumed. Wilde en- 
tered the court room looking haggard, and 
stood for seme time at the foot of the 
jury box, conversing with Rev. Steward 


Headlam, one of his bondsmen. They 
were joined by Lord Douglass of Hawick, 
whose eye is still discolored as a result of 
his eneounter with his father in Piccadilly, 
for which they were both bound over yes- 
terday in £100 to keep the peace. The 
Marquis of Queensberry was also in court, 
looking jaunty and confident. He watched 
Wilde closely, and paid great attention to 
the evidence. Wilde, it was noticed, care- 
fully avoided the gaze of the Marquis.

Stewart Headlam remained in earnest con- 
versation until the Judge took his seat. 
They listened attentively to all the testi- 
mony furnished, evidently weighing every 
word uttered as studiously as counsel on 
both sides.

RAILWAY TELBGRAPHERS. 


Trying to Decide Where to Locate the 
National Headquarters. ’ 


The revision of the Constitution sas be- 
fore the National Convention of the Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers during the fore- 
noon. The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee, which had prepared a number of 
changes, was submitted, and some of: the 
recommendations adopted. Before the com- 
pletion of this business a special order was 
made for 2 p. m. for the presentation of 
propositions to relocate the headquarters 
of the order, which are now at Vinton, Ia.

PINE STREET RAILWAY. 


Merchants’ Exchange Protests Vigor- 
ously Against Third Street Loop. 

The latest protest against granting the 
franchise asked for by the Missouri Trac- 
tion Company for the occupancy of Pine 
street comes from the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and is especially directed against the Third 
street loop. It is addressed to the Council 
Committee on Railroads, which meets Fri- 
day afternoon, and runs as follows: 

The undersigned, the Legislative Comm})- 
tee of the Merchants’ Exchange, represent- 
ing the Board of Direttors. thereof, would 
respectfully but earnestly protest against 
the granting of a franchise by the Municipal 
Assembly for a street railway, a portion of 
which would run from Fourth and Pine 
street east on Pine to Third, north on Third 
to Locust, west on Locust to Fourth and 
south on Fourth to Pine. 

“This committee is of the opinion that 
there is no necessity for a street railroad on 
Pine street, and are positive in their convic- 
tions that the loop proposed from Fourth 
street east to Third and back to Fourth will 
be entirely unnecessary and very objec- 
tionable. 

“Pine, Third and Locust streets are all 
narrow, and a street car ling over these 
narrow streets would most seriously inter- 
fere with the traffic by teams.
